Morse said the subcommitlce

Tunisia Switch Feared • 


One possibility causing concern 


in official quarters .w/is the dan- 
ger that the'French military in 
Tunisia, commanding 25,000 troops 
might follow the example of the 
French army in neighboring Al- 
geria 'and try to set up some kind 
of committee-to exercise at least 
a degree o> political'authority. 


The government of President 


Habib Bourguiba. whose country 
was a FrenchJ protectorate until 
1956, 
is understood to have ex- 


pressed anxiety on this score. 
. Bourguiba has no military force 
comparable to that of France, 
whiclvkept troops in Tunisia after 
granting independence. '.. •

In France itself ,the carefully 


limed bid of den. Charles .de 
Gaulle 'for supreme national au 
thorily raised •• questions about 
France's future world policy. DC 
Gaulle has long been known as a 
strong and stubborn man, dedicat- 
ed to his concept of. French inter- 
est, insistent on having his own 
way and often impatient with the 
views'of allies. 


One of the quec'ions now being 


asked here is what would be 
France's position within the West 
crn-alHance should he come to 
power? Another, would Paris con 
linue to cooperate closely with 
Washington and London on issues 
in negotiation with Russia, notably 
a summit conference? 


Already the crisis has subslan 


lially destroyed U. 6. hopes for 
the early development of a more 
conciliatory French policy toward 
the rebellion in Algeria. Even if 
the new government of Premier 
Pierre Pflimlin succeeds in riding 
out the storm—the worst in post- 
war French history—its flexibility 
to deal with the Algerian situation 
seems already to have been lost. 


Situation Was Expected 


High American officials • have 


long feared that French civilian 
authorities would not be able to 
solve the Algerian problem and 
that at some critical moment the 
military would movelo seize pow- 
er and impose an extreme rightist 
policy. 


Beyond this, U. S. officials Jiavc 


reasoned that the Algerian crisis 
might very likely grow into a 
north African crisis, making it in- 
creasing difficult for Tunisia and 
Morocco to maintain friendly tics 
with the West. This in turn would 
open up new opportunities for 
Communist agitation and for the 
expansionist aims of President 
Nasser of the United Arab Repub 
lie.

Thomas L. Stokes 


IT WAS Wim sincere regret that 


we learned yesterday of the death of 
Thomas L. Stokes, far famed Washing- 
ton correspondent 
and news 
inter- 


preter, whose column has been a fea- 
ture of The Evening Times for about 
15 years. We have,,known lor .weeks 
that Mr. Stokes was in. serious con- 
dition and that he had undergone a 
delicate surgical op«ration. We were 
expecting news of.his death from day 
to day, and as a result, when it came 
it was no surprise. However, it de- 
prives this newspaper of » columnist 
whose work was highly appreciated 
by. a large number of our readers and 
we know that his absence has been a 
matter of concern to many who have 
asked us from time to time why his 
by-line was not seen in its accustomed 
place, 
,• 


WE ARE INFORMED that Mr. 


Stokes suffered from'* brain tumor, 
but his condition seemed to become 
critical without warning. We 'were 
receiving his copy regularly, but one 
day there came a note from his syn- 
dicate to the effect that he would not 
be able to supply his next column be- 
cause of illness. A day or so later, 
another note brought the bad news 
that Mr. Stokes had been forced to 
undergo an operation and we were • 
offered our choice of two other 
columns as substitutes. We selected 
that of Miss Doris Fleeson, a brilliant 
writer of serious viewpoint whose work 
is similar to .that of Mr. Stokes. Miss 
Flccson's column has appeared on this 
page almost every day since Mr. Stokes 
was stricken. except for a scries of 
special columns written, not by news- 
paper men, but by friends of the 
columnist who'are high in public life. 
.Among thcnv were several United 
States Senator! and some cabinet 
members. 


THOMAS L. STOKES was highly 


regarded by his fellow members of the 
Washington press corps. Two or three 
years ago he was acclaimed as the dean 
of that body, not because of his age 
or his years of service but because of 
the quality of, his work. He was a man 
of serious purpose who made himself 
the spokesman of the people. It may 
be assumed that- his readers did not 
always agree with him. There were 
many times when he expressed ideas 
that were contrary,to the policy of this 
newspaper, but we knew that he was 
absolutely sincere, that he was un- 
usually welliinformcd and that he had 
no axe to grind. As a rule he hit the 
nail on the head with uncanny ac- 
curacy. His column was widely circu- 
lated throughout the United Stales and 
now that its writer is no more, it will 
be missed.

The Flabby Boys 


EVERY PUBLIC beach apparently 


has its quota of agile, muscular youths 
who never seem to tire of fun and 
games, the more active the better. The 
sight 
of these 
burly 
young 
men 


prompts the thought that America's 
youth is not so soft, after all. Before 
being carried away by this conclusion, 
look around a bit. There arc other 
youths on the beach—youths not well 
muscled but soft, prematurely flabby at 
the midriff, given to lolling or strolling 
rather than indulging in beach sports. 
They seem, ^unfortunately, to be more 
numerous than the muscular boys. 
What, then,,of the thesis that Ameri- 
ca's youth is not physically soft? It is 
a reasonable guess that a major cause 
of this contrast between the muscular 
and the flabby is the physical training 
program in most schools. The few boys 
who are best at competitive sporls 
generally receive good training—lots 
of stiff workouts, plenty of practice to 
develop strength, co-ordination and 
skill. The boys who don't make the 
teams often are'lucky to get a bit of 
gym work once a week. The schools 
cannot be expected to make athletes of 
everyone. But a program of physical 
education that gave all students rigor- 
ous training, and not merely those 
chosen for school teams, would be a 
big-help. Certainly.it would reduce 
the number of boys who seem to 
have developed middle-aged sag before 
getting to be twenty.
